Disarmament. 

Mr. Chamberlain 1s to reach Paris to.

It 
that he will make a statement 
on the Protocol in the House of Commons 
without great delay, and it is possible that 
the Prime Minister may announce to.

in political circles that something will have 
to take the place of the defunct Protocol, 
and in. this direction the indication from 
Washington that President (Coolidce is 
trying to bring about a new disarmament 
conference is regarded with interest. If 
the Powers are consulted by the United 
States in this matter, it is almost a 
certainty that the proposals wil] be re. 
ceived. with respect and sympathy. Dis. 
armament would help matters all round. 
as long as it was carried out with justice 
and consideration for circumstances. 


- Mr. Lloyd George is expected to return 
to the House of Commons during the 
coming week, for he has virtually recovered 
from his illness.

the’ Liberal Party will welcome him 
warmly, for: the differences between the 
different groups are having a very bad 
métal ‘effect.

Free State Elections. 


The result of the elections in the Irish 
Free State has been received with great 
interest here, since they confirm the 
opinion .that Southern Ireland is once 
again becoming settled. The fact that tle 
poll showed a great turn-over of votes is 
noted, and it is thought that the Repub- 
licans have made their last effort. A few 
days ago opinion was inclined to be pessi- 
mistic regarding the outcome of the efforts 
of the Boundary Commission, but. yester- 
day the idea was, that the situation is 
yradually improving. The Jrish Free 
State Government: has received a new vote 
of confidence, and it is: probable that 
Northern Ireland also will give its Govern- 
ment a new mandate. Given settled 
Governments and reasonable conditions, 
the outlook will become brighter.

“Rally round, true and tried champions 
of the oe Neagesdh save Derry, Tyrone and 
Ferman&th, Newry and the border, and 
enablé me to.stand firm with a united 
loyal Ulster behind me to combat all 
forces of dismemberment, disruption and 
disorder,” .are the concluding words of Sir 
James Craig, Prime Minister of Northern 
Ireland, in. a manifesto which he has 
issued to the electors in the Six Counties 
for support in the coming elections. 

Some of the candidates have already 
been “selected by the divisional Unionist 
organisations, and a large number of 
aspirants for Parliamentary honours, who 
do not appear: to be selected by any 
organisation ‘in particular, are declaring 
their intention to come forward in almost 
every division. How many of them will 
lodge their deposits on nomination day, in 
the hope that it will not be forfeited, it is 
difficult-to.say; but it is not unlikely that 
a good many. who are now proclaiming 
“yndaunted' determination” will find 
“discretion the better part of valour” 
and save their money. In North Belfast, 
it is runioured; there will be no less than 
three Independent Unionists, in addition 
to the official Unionists and a probable 
Labour nominee. 


WRITS ISSUED. 


The writs authorising the election of the 
fifty-two members of Parliament were isued 
on Saturday by Mr. A. Newton Anderson, 
Clerk of the Grown and Hanaper, Belfast, and 
were despatched to the Returning Officers for 
Belfast and the Six Counties. The Return- 
ing Officer in each area is the Under Sheriff, 
upon whom the’ duty’ of carrying out the 
clection now devolves—no small task under 
the coniplicated Proportional Representation 
system. The Governor’s proclamation dis- 
solving Parliament and calling a new Parlia- 
‘ment for 14th April was also issued on 
Saturday. (á 

The Londonderry City Unionist Association 
was the first organisation to select a candi 
date, and it has decided to nominate the re- 
tiring member, Sir Robert Anderson, D.L., 
who was a useful member in the last Parlia- 
ment. He took a prominent part in the 
Liquor Bill discussions on the pre orem side, 
and is keenly interested in all subjects affect- 
ing the commercial community.’ He was a 
frequent critic of the Government upon 
matters of expenditure. but on all other ques- 
tions gave general support to the Govern- 
ment. The North and South Derry Unionist 
Associations are to meet at an early date, 
and will,’ no doubt, again select Mr. J. M. 
‘Mark and Mrs. Chichester, both of whom 
rendered good service in the last Parliament. 
Mr. Mark ‘was á yigilant watchdog of the 
farmers’ interests, and Mrs. ‘Chichester was a 
keen debater in matters affecting local govern- 
ment, of which she has had considerable ex- 
perience, and also in legislation in which the 
interests of women required safeguarding. 


TYRONE AND FERMANAGHs 


The Tyrone and Fermanagh Unionist <As- 
sociations have selected the three retiring 
members—the Right Hon. E. M. Archdale 
and Messrs. James Cooper and W. T. Miller, 
with: Mr. Rowley Elliott. J.P., to take the 
place,.of the late Mr. Wilham Coote, M.P. 
As Minister of Agriculture and Commerce, 
Mr. Archdale has been a success. Several of 
the measures placed on the Statute Book by 
the Minister of Agricuiture are calculated to 
create a revolution in Northern Agriculture, 
the full beneficial effects of which are be- 
ginning to be realised. The compulsory 
registration of all bulls and the Marketing of 
Eggs Act, to ensure the export of fresh, well- 
packed eggs even if. taken alone; would con- 
stitute á notable aohievement,. but in many 
cther ways Mr. Archdale has done much for 
the agricultural industry. Some of his De- 
partment’s orders have met- with occasional 
opposition, but this has been largely due to 
misunderstanding, and the general effect of 
his administration is appreciated by the agri- 
cultural industry. Mr. Archdale is now the 
Grand Master of the Orangemen: in Ireland. 
Mr. Cooper’s great concern in the last Parlia- 
ment was questions relating to the Border, 
and he also took a prominent part in debates 
upon matters affecting the farming com- 
munity and local goyernment admjnistration ; 
while Mr. Miller's activities followed along 
similar lines, but with an eye more to the 
interests of Tyrone than of Fermanagh. He 
introduced several amendments to the Edu- 
cation Act, which, if adopted at the time, 
would have probably prevented much of the 
controversy which: subsequently arose. Mr. 
Miller was «ne of the members at the recent 
conference with Sir James Craig and repre 
sentatives of the Protestant Churches 
and the Orangemen oof . Belfast, when 
a settlement of the Education controversy 
was reached. Mr. Rowley Elliott, J.P., 
recently took a prominent part in the move- 
ment. which secured the introduction of. the 
amending Education Bill, and spoke at the 
Six County conference in Belfast of the Pro- 
testant Churches and Orangemen which de- 
manded an amendment of the Act. He is a 
leading County Tyrone Unionist, and should 
prove a worthy successor ‘to the late Mr. 
Coote, who was a keen, if benevolent, critic 
of the-Government upon many questions. 

The decision of the Unbought Tenants’ 
Association to nominate candidates is one of 
the first surprises of the election. The farmers 
generally who are associated with the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union recently accepted the terms 
of the Land’ Purchase Bill now passing 
through the Imperial Parliament, but a 
section of the farmers connected with the 
Unbought Tenants’ Association have been of 
the opinion that better terms should have 
been conceded, and they have frequently 
pointed to the terms given the ion Saat 
tenants in the Free State. This section 
blames the Northern Government for not tak- 
ing vigorous steps to secure fetter terms. 
The reply of ‘the Government has been that 
they could not afford to subsidise hetter terms 
for unbought tenants when tenants who pur- 
chased uhder vrevious Acts. and did not 
secure so good terms, would have to. pay for 
them. It is apparently the idea of the un- 
bought tenants to develop into an opposition 
political party, for they are making an appeal 
also to town tenants and agricultural Jabourers. 
Mr. James Woods, a well-known Belfast 
solicitor, who is closely identified with the 
town tenants’ movement, is snaegested as the 
Association's candidate for County Down. 
He was a former J.iheral member for East 
Down in the Imperial Parliament when the 
land question was acute. (ther candidates 
suggested are Mr. (George Henderson for 
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K.C., but was defeated by 200 votes.
